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IRISH TEACHERS’ PENSION RULES, 1921. 


ERENCH. 


We John Benton Pinkstone Viseonnt Erench of Ypres, Lord Lieutenant- 
General and General Governor of Ireland, in the exercise of the power given to Us 
by the National School Teachers’ (Ireland) Act, 1879, and of every othei power 
enabling Us in that behalf do, with the consent of the Lords Commissioners of 
His Majesty’s Treasury, make the following Rules, viz. 

(1) For Rule 6 (1) of the Irish Teachers’ Pension Rules, 1914, there shall he 

substituted the following Rule:— ,. ... . 

There shall he deducted in each year from the 1st day of April, 1920, from the 
salaries of teachers as premiums towards the provision of pensions, a sum .eft 1 *; 1 to 
the following proportion of the average salaries of all teachers in the grade in which 
the teacher was serving on the 81st March, 1920 (or if not serving on What idMe 
in the grade in which he last served), during the year ending the 31st day of Maich 
next preceding the year in question : 

First Grade, first division - - - - live per cent. 

First Grade, second division - - - Four and one-halt per cent. 

Second Grade ------ Four per cent. 

Third Grade Three and one-half per cent. 

Teachers appointed after the 31st March, 1920, shall he regarded as serving in 

the Thiid^G ^ ^ ^ Irish Teachers’ Pension Rules, 1914, there shall he 

substituted the following Rule : , ,, , 

Deductions on account of premiums under these Rules shall be made by 
deducting from any sum payable to a teacher on account of his quarterly or 
salary a quarter or other proportionate part, as the ease may he, of the 
premium appropriate to the grade in which the teacher was serving on 31st Maich, 
1920 (or if not serving on that date, in the grade in which he last served). Teachers 
appointed after the 31st March, 1920, shall he regarded as serving m the Third 

G (3) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Irish Teachers’ Pension Rules, 
1914, or in the Supplementary Rules made subsequently, the Superintendent may 
allow a teacher (other than a teacher who retired before the 31st March 1921) who 
gave notice in the prescribed manner of his desire that the Rules of 1914 should no 
apply to him to revoke such notice, if he so desire, within a period of three months 
from the enactment of this rule or, in the case o'f a teacher not serving at the date 
of the enactment of this Rule, within a period of three months after his return to 
the service, and thereupon, hut subject to the payment with arrears as from the 
1st January, 1916, with compound interest at two and a half per cent, per annum ol 
any additional premiums due, the Rules of 1914 as amended by subsequent rules 
shall apply to such teacher. . 

(4) These Rules may be cited as the Irish Teachers Pension Rules, 1921.
